ried down an embankment three 


hundied feet. 


All the persons in the two cars 


were reported as killed or injur­ 


ed. 


The train had been stopped 


by a small slide, which had 


covered the track. 
Workmen 


had just 
completed removing 


snow and debris from the rails, 


and the train was about to pro­ 


ceed, when an avalanche thun­ 


dered down the mountainside. 


The dining car and day coach 


were struck squarely and swept 


away. 
The other cars and en­ 


gine were left on the track.

Again the wail is going up from Ohio cities, especially 
tin* larger ones, about the shortage in revenues.

•imit law becomes more difficult to hear, according to tin* com­ 
plaining m unicipal authorities. 
Tho tax gathering officials are almost beside them selves 
with the demands of the tax spending officials and legislators 
are being importuned to lay violent hands on tho tax rate 
limit law and take it bodily off the statute books so the cities 
may have some relief. 
All of tin* real estate in Ohio was reappraised in a d v a n c e

riven to understand that with their property placed on tin*

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COLORS OF METEORS. 


Three 
Stages Through 
W hich 
They 
Pass to Reach the Earth. 
An article bv Alfred Wegener iii tile 
Scientific American offers an explana­ 
tion of tin* marked difference of color 
observed in meteors. 
Up to an HitL 
tilde of a Unit forty five miles the prin­ 
cipal const'tucnt of the earth s atmos- 
pbore is nitrogen. 
A second stratum 
of tile atmosphere, extending up tit 
about 125 miles, consists mainly of hy­ 
drogen. 
Still higher, Wegener himself 
has sought to prove the existence of a 
stratum consisting of an excessively 
light gas which he calls “geocoronl- 
m u .” 
When entering flu* atmosphere from 
outer spa c e meteors do not become 
luminous in the very tenuous “geoooro- 
nium sphere." but only when they en­ 
ter the “hydrogen sphere,” and most of 
them tire dissipated I ie fore reaching 
the nitrogen atmosphere. The largest 
fireballs, 
however, 
penetrate deeper 
and may reach the earth or explode 
not far above it. 
Dr. Wegener ti lids that the meteors 
that 
penetrate 
deep 
enough 
pass 
through three color stages—viz, yellow- 
white. green and deep red. The great 
majority exhibit only the first stage. 
in 
which 
the color (white, yellow, 
sometimes reddish* is that of the in­ 
candescent meteor Itself. 
The green 
stage Wegener believes to Is* due to 
the Incandescence of the 
hydrogen 
through wJileb the meteor is passing, 
while the deep red stage is due to the 
incandescence of nitrogen in the lower 
atmosphere.

When top story men worked in the 
Michigan Trust building bere on a re 
cent Sunday and tore out the combina­ 
t i o n s of two safes aud shot another 
with nitroglycerin the “old man” with 
tile four legs left bls imprints on the 
safes. 
Where ills “feet" bud been 
planted were four deep dents. 
Those 
murks spoke volumes to the detectives. 
Only exi»ert safe crackers use the 
"old man.” The man w hose brain gave 
birth to this ingenious tool fashioned a 
most powerful and useful implement 
for the craft who use explosives aud 
drill steel safes for a living when souk* 
commonwealth is not feeding and hous­ 
ing them in exchange for a safe crack- 
lng Job or some other depredation. 
A piece of steel fashioned into the 
semblance of a narrow horseshoe is 
. t lie f ra me work of t he "old ma n.” There 
is Just enough room between these 
strips to enable the "old m an” to drop 
j over the knob of a safe. 
Four holes 
J drilled in the "old rnun’s" frame fur 
Dish tile foothold for the four legs. 


I The holes are threaded w ith 
a fine 
thread, as are the legs. 
Once the “old man" fastens his grip 
faddist. ! upon the safe knob the legs are screw 
I ed into the holes.

I on IKilts aud hole give the "old m an” a 
tremendous purchase power, and with 
a monkey wrench the legs are screwed 
down.

ed holt that pushes it forward with 
the regularity tile yegg uses in drilling 
After the hole is deep enough the 
“soup” is administered, and the bote 
is covered w ith wax and a fn*e attach­ 
ed. 
<Milts* rugs are thrown over the 
sa ft*, and the yeggs step to one side as 
the fuse is fired. 
Tile real yegg uses 
just enough "soup” to accomplish the 
work of wreaking the safe without 
blowing tile doors through a wall «»r 
making unnecessary noise. 
The last Job done Iii which the "old 
man" and a charge of “soup” were 
used was sufficient Just to pull the door 
from Its steel fastenings and hurl tile 
combination out. 
Pushing back the 
bolts was nothing, and with a kit of 
special tools tin* yeggs soon entered the 
strong Ih>x. 
The latest Jobs credited to the "old 
man" with tile four legs are those at 
Flint, in wfilch much loot was taken 
from a Ii,'ink; tin* Vermontville post 
office and the United IJght and Ball 
ways company's offices here, in which 
the “old man" wus cis rn fled on t bree 
safes.

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COLORS OF METEORS. 


Three Stages Through W hich They 


Pass to Reach the Earth. 


An article by Alfred Wegener in the 
Scientific American offers an explana­ 
tion of the marked difference of color 
observed in meteors. 
Up to an alt!* 
tilde of about forty five miles the prin­ 
cipal constituent of tile earths atmos- 
pliore is nitrogen. 
A second stratum 
of the atmosphere, extending up to 
about 125 miles, copyists mainly of hy­ 
drogen. 
Still higher, Wegener himself 
has sought to prove the existence of a 
stratum consisting of an excessively 
light gas which he calls “ gcoeoronl- 
uni.” 
W hen entering Hie atmosphere from 
outer space meteors do not become 
luminous iii the very tenuous "geoeoro- 
niuni sphere.” but only when they en 
ter the “ hydrogen sphere,” aud most of 
them are dissipated bi*fore roaching 
the nitrogen atmosphere. 
The largest 
fireballs, 
however, 
penetrate deeper 
uml may Ten eh the earth or explode 
not far above it. 
Dr. Wegener finds that the meteors 
that 
penetrate 
deep 
enough 
pass 
through three color stages - viz, yellow- 
white, green and deep red. 
The great 
majority exhibit only the first stuge, 
In 
which 
tile color (white, yellow, 
sometimes reddish) is that of the in- 
cnmli scent meteor Itself. 
The green 
stage Wegener believes to lie due to 
the 
incandescence of 
the 
hydrogen 
through "* ic h the meteor is passing, 
while the d<*ep red stage is due to the 
Incandescence of nitrogen in the lower 
atmosphere.
